But  now  they 
urc  drived  even  of  this  ri^bt  of  «eUmjz  relief  to  keep  them 
alive*  1 bey  h;ivc  l«-*vn  deprived  of  thin  ri^ht  in  Cermanyf  Hg 
vvidj  af  m nwuy  other  count rien,  where  they  are  compelled  lo 
work  off  thift  relief  at  heavy,  exhausting  forced  labor.  In 
England,  Hi  is  ii.  finally  being  taken  away  on  the  basis  of 

the  Means  Te^t  and  the  new  unemployment  law. 

H goen  without  waving  that  the  farm  youth,  and  partial* 
larh  the  farm  laborer*,  who  are  Wing  thoroughly  exploited  by 
the  landowner*  and  the  banker*,  do  not  get  any  *ort  of  relief 
from  t W government  when  they  get  into  tho  hungry  army  of 
the  unemployed.

Bv  increasing  the  fascist  methods  of  exploitation,  the  eapi» 
taliM  cla-s  is  trying  to  maintain  it*  shrinking  profits  through 
direct  and  indirect  plundering  of  wages,  and  through  a general 
worsening  of  the  conditions  of  labor.  It  is  establishing  “minimum" 
wage*  in  the  V . S.  A,  which,  under  the  conditions  of  speed-up  and 
low  taU  >,  .ire  really  a maximum  which  it  is  difficult  for  the  youth 
to  attain.  In  tbrimiay  it  is  introducing  new  taxes  upon  the 
youth,  the  bachelors1  tax  and  the  tax  upon  unmarried  women,  the 
tax  for  supplying  work.  The  so-called  "voluntary  1 contributions 
and  the  intensif i ation  of  the  system  of  fines  and  deductions  from 
wages  is  being  introduced  in  all  countries.  j

Among  these 
organist i"iis  WO  find  religious,  semi  military,  fascist,  sporting, 
cultural,  nationalist,  and  many  other  types.  These  organizations, 
Whiel,  receive  material  support  from  the  capitalists  and  are  directed 
by  hpeciul  political  entires  and  instructors,  educate  the  youth  in  the 
spirit  of  slavish  submission  to  eapital. 

Millions  of  the  youth,  and  without  exaggeration  we  may  say 
the  basic  masses  of’  the  youth  in  capitalist  countries,  arc  in  these 
bourgeois  mass  youth  organizations, including  the  reformist  organ- 
zatiuns-  Apparently  we  know  this.

Tho  sooial-faseist  lenders  are  more  and  more 
being  compelled  to  nM  “left”  maneuvers  and  pseudo-revolutionary 
phrases  to  keep  their  Influence  over  the  youth,  l or  example,  the 
llritish  IJilmtir  Party  declared  the  coming  year  to  bo  a special 
venr  of  "truggle  for  the  youth,  while  the  leaders  of  the  Y .S.b 
declared  tlm  coming  year  to  be  a special  year  of  struggle  against 
vnr.  This  is  after  they  had  prohibited  the  members  of  socialist 
organisations  from  participating  in  the  preparation*  and  coo- 
ducting  *>i  the  International  Congress  for  the  struggle  against 
fast  i'ii!  and  war,  and  after  they  had  expelled  from  their  organi- 
zation!* many  of  t hose  who  ignored  this  prohibition. 

It  should  also  be  mnem lured  that  the  various  so-called  left" 
Socialist  Youth  organizations  nre  increasingly  seeking  the  possib- 
ility of  holding  ba<k  tbc-ir  members  and  avoiding  bankruptcy. 
The  youth  in  thc-ic  small  organization*  which  leave  the  Y.5.I. 
have  not  joined  the  Y.C.I.  They  have  remained  half-way,  still 
listening  to  those  who  shout  loudly  of  the  struggle  :n-:  capital, 
but  who  arc  in  reality  the  enemies  of  the  proletariat.  In  some 
"left"  orgiiniation-,  such  as  the  Guild  of  Youth  of  the  I.L.1 . in 
Kuglnnd.  the  youth  ore  becoming  radicalized  and  have  unrv  and 
mure  compelled  their  leader*  to  begin  negotiation*  with  the 
E.C.Y.CM.  on  the  united  front.  The  Scotch  organization,  one  of 
tile  higgc't  luanehe*  of  this  Guild,  directly  and  unequivocally 
pushed  its  leaders  on  in  lie-  matter  of  really  forming  unity  on  the 

basis  of  principles. 

In  Other  so-called  “left"  organizations  the  process  oi  radical!- 
ration  ha*  not  affected  the  youth  so  deeply.  It  i*  precisely  this 
which  explain*  the  fact  that  the  leaders  of  these  organizations 
haw  formed  a bloc  with  the  Trotzkyite*.  the  counter -revolutionary 
section  -f  the  b-urgooisic  and  the  bitterest  enemy  of  the  Soviet 
Union,  who  have  beromo  active  here  and  there,  and  are  making 
typical  efforts  to  form  a new  Youth  International.

It  is  no  neei* 
dent  that  the  bourgeoisie  is  now  mobilizing  ail  its  forces  to 
defeat  and  destroy  the  Y.C.L.  organizations.  The  Sections  of  the 
Y,C.L  that  nro  struggling  and  developing  legally  arc  becoming 
fewer  r.nd  fewer.

For  this  very  reason  we  must 
criticnlly  approach  the  examination  of  our  mass  work,  and  point 
out  tin  ir  errors  to  some  of  the  German  comrades  who  underes- 
timate the  danger  of  sects rianism  nnd  the  danger  of  the  fascist 
terroi  and  reliction,  owing  to  their  porsonnl  nnd  genuine  heroism. 

From  the  Y.C  Lem  of  all  countries  it  i*  now  demanded  that 
they  should  mobilize  all  forces  and  energy-  for  the  struggle  for 
the  youth,  against  their  compulsory  fasclzation  and  militariza- 
tion, against  the  chauvinist  and  nntionali't  propaganda  of  the 
bourgeoisie.

sonality and  also  with  the  doctrine  of  eternal  natural  se lo- 
tion He  repeatedly  states:  “In  our  ranks  there  arc  no 

citizens,  no  proletarians,  no  employer*,  no  Catholics  and  Pro 
testa nts,  nu  monarchist!  and  republicans.  In  our  ranks  there 

are  only  Germans/' 

All  these  ideologies  of  fascism  cunningly  conceal  the  class 
essence  of  fascism,  and  bring  it  out  as  a new  religion  for  the 
people,  particularly  for  the  youth;  a religion  not  altogether 
clear,  but  which  promises  something.  And  what  must  we  put 

forward  in  opposition,  so  as  to  expose  the  nature  of  fascism? 
We  must  concretely  point  out  the  experiences  of  Germany,  Italy 
and  other  fascist  countries,  on  the  basis  of  the  decisions  of  the 
XIII  Plenum  of  the  ES*A M,f  that  "Fascism  is  the  open  terror- 
istic dictatorship  of  the  most  reactionary,  the  most  chauvinistic 
and  the  most  imperialist  elements  of  finance  capital.”

The  bourgeoisie  replaces  the  parliamentary  tot  ms  and  methods 
oi  ruling  the  masses  by  fascist,  bloody,  open  dictatorship,  as  it 
is  already  unable  to  conceal  its  dictatorship  by  bourgeois  democ- 
nicy.  Fascism  in  Germany  grew  ami  is  still  growing  precisely  from 
the  mul-4  of  bourgeois  democracy , and  in  fascism  capitalism  sees 
its  salvation.  In  Germ  any  it  was  the  greatest  deceit,  and  remains 

in  other  countries,  whtn  ^ petal-democracy  denied  the  fascination 
of  bouig00i>-'h -nmcniey,  ami,  ns  the  X 1 1 1 IMennin  i»t  tin*  Kd'.C.I.  em- 
phasises, made  +<u  distinction  in  principle  between  the  countries  of 
democracy  and  the  conning  of  fascist  dictatorship/*  It  la 
neev'sary  to  expewe  this,  and  thoroughly  explain  to  the  masses 
th.it  “the  fascist  dictatorship  is  not  an  unavoidable  stage  in  the 
dictatorship  of  the  bourgeoisie  in  all  countries.  The  possibility 
of  averting  it  depends  on  the  strength  of  the  struggling  prole-

While  mentioning  the  successes  of  some  of  our  leagues  in 
this  respect,  we  must  say  that  th‘*sc  are  only  the  first  »l<-ps  in 
the  development  of  the  mas:*  movement  and  work.  The  tn»k  is 
not  only  to  explain  to  thc  youth  the  danger  of  war,  not  only 
to  curry  on  “it  campaign’' — the  chief  task  is  to  strengthen  and 
widen  the  contacts  with  the  youth,  organize  the  youth  in  such  a 
wav  that  they  will  decisively  repulse  the  attacks  on  their 
wage*,  that  they  will  unite  more  nnd  more  and  will  succeed  in 
preventing  the  beginning  of  imperialist  war,  in  converting  it  into 
civil  war  directed  against  capitalism  and  bringing  victory  to  the 
proletariat. 

When  the  question  is  raised  as  to  organizing  the  youth  for 
the  strugglo  for  their  vital  economic  demands  and  for  the  strug- 
gle against  war,  wo  are  not  only  speaking  of  the  formation  of 
Y.C.L.  cells.  We  arc  speaking  of  a profound  explanation  among 
the  masses  of  youth  of  their  class  tasks,  of  utilizing  any  form 
of  organization  to  unite  and  weld  together  the  force*  of  tho 
youth,  Tho  Y.C.L,  must  immediately  increase  its  political  edu* 
cational  work  among  the  recruit*,  sailors  and  soldiers. 

A * in  the  case  of  the  defense  of  the  Soviet  districts  of  China, 
wc  must  not  limit  ourselves  merely  to  propaganda.  Thc  good 
example  of  the  struggle  of  the  French  Y.C.L,  and  also  of  the 
Czeelio-Slufokian  Y.C.L,  must  be  multiplied.  In  thi£  concrete 
struggle  today  the  youth  must  be  prepared  and  must  be  steeled 
in  order  to  disrupt  imperialist  war  and  destroy  capitalism. 

Of  course,  it  would  not  be  correct  if  thc  Y.CX.ers  merely 
look  the  basic  slogans  given  by  the  XIII  Plenum  of  the  E.C.C.L 
1 on  thc  struggle  for  the  Soviet  Power,  on  the  struggle  against 
fascism  and  war  and  began  to  agitate  for  them,  but  forgot  about 
the  extremely  important  directives  of  the  E.C.C.L  on  the  n«- 
cHttity  of  increasing  tho  struggle  for  tho  economic  interests  of 
the  youth  and  linking  up  this  struggle  with  the  struggle  for 
power.  Every  one  will  agree  with  this  and  will  at*o  agree  that 
the  youth  cannot  be  won  over  and  taught  to  fight  by  mere 
agitations.  However,  in  practice  it  does  not  work  out  this  way. 

Of  course,  we  could  bring  forward  many  examples  from  the 
j struggle  of  the  Polish  League  and  a number  of  other  Leagues 
*hm\  ing  the  ability  oi  the  \*C.L*  organizations  to  organize  the 
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youth  not  i»  word*  but  in  practh'Q  fur  tho  struggle  i,,r  ^ 
economic  lUmaiul*.  We  wmhl  bring  plenty  of  cxauiplus  from  tj|(i 
struggle  of  the  German  Y.C.L.,  which  in  many  of  the  furrtxj 
labor  camps  wa>  able  to  unite  tho  youth  for  the  struggle  and 
to  disrupt  th«‘*e  camps,  However,  these  nre  not  yet  character* 

1- tit*  of  the  work  of  nil  the  Y.C.L.  organizations.  This  J-, 
pressed  with  special  dearness  in  the  fact  that  although  there  l 
were  very  many  strikes  hist  year,  stubborn  mass  strikes  in 
which  the  youth  took  an  active  part,  the  economic  demands  i>f 
the  youth  were  only  put  forward  in  individual  strikes.  Thi. 
is  no  chance.  It  is  no  chance  because  the  Y.C.L.  works  badly 
in  industry,  and  frequently  looks  on  the  defense  of  the  eco- 
nomic interests  of  tho  youth  in  a sectarian  manner.  The  dircc* 
lives  of  the  December  Plenum  of  tho  E.C.Y.C.I.,  stating  that 
the  defense  of  the  economic  interests  and  demands  of  the  youth 
nre  not  merely  limited  to  the  organizations  of  independent 
youth  strikes,  and  that  every  strike  should  be  used  for  this 
purpose,  is  still  not  carried  out  in  practice.  ! 

A program  for  economic  struggle  was  worked  out  at  thn 
December  1 i cni i in  of  the  E.C.Y.C.I.  On  the  basis  of  this  pro- 
gram. all  tho  Dengues  were  instructed  to  work  out  concrete  cco* 
nom.t  -mauds  suitable  to  the  given  country  and  to  various 
i>ig  brunches  of  industry,  at  meetings  of  workers  and  unent- 
plmcl  youth.  The  demand  was  put  forward  to  all  the  Leagues 
to  shew  to  the  broad  musses  of  the  youth  what  the  Y.C.L.  is 
concretely  struggling  for.  They  were  required  to  show  that 
the  Y.C.L.  not  only  agitates  for  the  dictatorship  of  the  pro- 
letariat in  general,  but  that  it  defends  the  proletarian  in- 
t crest?  of  the  youth  and  organizes  its  struggles  against  every 
reduction  of  wages,  against  every  worsening  of  the  condition* 
ot  labor,  for  the  slightest  demands.  A year  has  passed  since 
thi  1 h-itura  o!  the  E.C.Y.C.I.  ('an  jniinv  0f  the  Y.C-L.  organize*

In  this  respect,  fascism  in  the  capitalist  countries  teaebe-  un 
tuunV  valuable  lessons.  The  fascists  take  the  domnnds  of  the 
youth  themselves,  sometimes  stealing  the  economic  program  of 
tin-  Y.C.L.,  ns  in  Germany,  carry  on  maws  work,  and  without 
beiiia  sparing  of  promises  or  demagogy,  deceive  and  win  over 
tl,,.  youth-  Was  this  nut  the  ease  in  Germany,  where  the  Y.C.L.- 
<rs  shouted  a great  deal  about  the  program  of  the  social  and 
national  liberation  of  the  youth,  and  did  very  little  concretely 
for  its  popularization  among  the  masses  of  youth.  And  are  not 
som<;  Y.ST.  organizations  now  trying  to  maneuver,  to  go  to  the 
youth  with  a program  of  partial  demands  and  keep  them  under 

their  Influence? 

][  wo  raise  tho  cjiicstiou  of  mass  work,  the  kickhiuo  of 
thi*  work  is  t tie  mass  economic  struggle  against  the  frightful 
and  increasing  exploitation  of  youth  and  children.  Hence  the 
conclusion  is  that  wc  must  increase  the  activity  and  initiative 
of  the  Leagues  in  the  mass  economic  work,  in  the  struggle  for 
the  economic  demand*  of  the  youth*  in  the  struggle  lor  the 
economic  interests  of  the  youth.  Concretely,,  this  means  to  go 
to  the  factories  and  mills,  and  there  together  with  the  youth, 
at  the  head  of  them,  to  organize  resistance  to  tho  attacks  of  the 
employer-  on  wages,  on  the  conditions  of  labor  of  the  youth* 
Concretely,  this  means  to  put  forward  a concrete  program  of 
economic  demands  worked  out  by  the  youth  themselves  in  all 
the  basic  and  decisive  branches  of  industry.  Special  attention 
must  he  paid  to  those  branches  of  industry  where  the  labor  of 
girls  and  children  is  widely  used*  because  they  are  subjected  to 
Mill  greater  exploitation  and  still  greater  oppression* 

In  this  struggle  we  must  utilize  all  the  rich  experience  of 
the  economic  struggle  of  the  working  cbtss.  Wrhal  agitation, 
impromptu  meetings,  public  meeting?*,  leaflets,  factory  papers, 
the  sending  of  delegations  with  demands  to  the  management, 
along  with  the  election  of  strike  committees  in  the  shops — all 
these  must  utilized  for  the  cureful  preparation  of  strikes* 
Wr  must  limit e the  youth  understand*  on  the  basis  of  their  active 
participation  in  strikes*  that  an  improvement,  even  a partial 
one,  in  their  economic  situation  can  only  lie  brought  about  by  a 
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struggle*  ami  tluU  only  oporttmhtH  and  reformists  are  afraid  of 
strike*, 

\\  o tun-1  construct  muss  work  in  the  factories  in  aut-h  a 
wav  that  the  slightest  pressure  by  the  employer,  the  slightest 
fascist  ins.  iiu y unlawful  reduction  of  wages,  fine  nr  dismissal, 
will  rouse  a wido  echo  in  nil  t he  workshops,  and  will  rail  forth 
resistance  l»v  all  the  workers,  only  if  partial  economic  demands 
for  the  youth  are  linked  up  with  our  Communist  slogans  in 
principle,  only  if  strikes  are  converted  into  political  anil  mass 
strikes,  only  if  the  Y.CX,  boldly  comes  forward  as  ati  organiza- 
tion and  as  the  organizer,  can  we  take  the  lead  in  the  growing 
political  activity  of  i he  youth  and  mobilize  them  for  the  strug- 
gle for  power. 

The  ta^k  is  not  only  to  prepare  and  carry  on  a strike,  but 
to  consolidate  its  results  organizationally.  Ia  many  Y.CX. 
organizations  this  is  not  understood.  And  above  all,  it  is  not 
understood  in  the  tT.  S,  A,,  Great  Britain  and  France.  1 could 
give  dozens  of  examples  showing  hnw  the  youth  struggle  suc- 
cessfully and  well  for  their  economic  rights,  and  how  the  local 
Y.CX,  organizations  sometimes  even  take  an  active  part  in  the 
strikes,  but  forget  that  when  the  strike  is  over  this  does  not 
mean  that  the  struggle  has  finished  ami  that  the  attack  of  the 
bourgeoisie  on  wages  and  conditions  of  labor  has  stopped.  They 
forget  that  u struggle  cannot  he  carried  on  without  organization 
and  they  do  not  organize  the  youth  well  in  tho  factories.  We 
must  strike  with  the  greatest  insistency  at  the  opportunist 
underestimation  of  the  work  among  the  working  youth  and  the 
underestimation  of  their  organization* 

The  Plenum  of  the  E.C.CX  cinplmsizczd  once  again  that  the 
concrete  task  is  to  form  a real  mass  Y.CX.  cell  which  really 
functions,  along  with  every  Party  factory  celL  Does  this  mean 
that  the  organiation  of  the  working  youth  is  to  be  limited  only 
to  the  formation  of  Y.CX,  cells?  No,  it  would  not  be  correct  to 
understand  the  directives  of  the  Comintern  in  such  a way.  Tin- 
directives  of  Die  Comintern  strike  above  all  at  the  sectarian 
methods  of  work  in  the  factories.  Ls  it  normal  that  in  many  big 
factories  where  several  thousand  young  workers  arc  employed 
there  is  a single  Y.CX.  cedi  with  7 or  8 members  in  several 
dozen  shops?  h it  normal  that  this  cell,  hiding  inside  its  own 
shell,  does  not  try  to  form  a youth  section  in  the  Ked  trade 
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union  or  «n  opposition  group,  or  gome  othor  f0r,n  ,*  ...

youth  in  the  factories.  Wo  must  fight  for 
Germany  for  example,  of  class  independent  trade  unions  «nd  w" 
muit  carry  on  mass  political  work  among  the  youth  in  the 
fascist  organizations,  simultaneously  forming  our  illegal  nmt  t 
aid  Clubs,  cultural  circles,  anti-war  and  antt-fMeUt  activiti« 
etc.  Only  it  mass  economic,  political  and  organizational  work 
is  very  Widely  carried  on  can  the  factory  Y.C.L.  cell  grow 
strengthen  and  gain  authority.  1 

Mass  economic  work  is  not  limited  only  to  work  in  the  fac- 
tories. More  than  over  before,  it  is  essential  to  organize  the 
growing  army  of  millions  of  unemployed  youth  for  the  strug- 
gle against  hunger  and  poverty.  Here  we  should  state  directly 
that  many  Y.CX*  organizations,  though  most  of  their  members 
are  unemployed,  do  nothing  to  work  among  the  most  needy  and 
uKist  unfortunate  youth.  And  our  dries  enemy  takes  advantage 
of  this,  driving  the  unemployed  youth  with  the  whip  of  hunger 
into  the  forced  labor  camps,  the  army,  the  fascist  militarized 
gangs* 

In  the  present  day,  work  among  the  unemployed  youth  is 
one  of  the  most  important  sectors  of  the  class  struggle.  Pre- 
cisely for  this  reason,  in  the  near  future,  we  should  propose  on 
behalf  of  the  Plenum  of  the  EX, Y.CX  that  t h i - question  be 
raised  for  discussion  by  all  Y.CX,  and  Party  organizations  with- 
out exception.  Wc  must  not  limit  ourselves  only  to  a formal 
discussion  of  the  question,  as  was  Die  ease  when  discussing  the 
directives  of  the  December  Plenum  of  the  E.CAXX  and  work 
among  children.  We  should  appoint  special  cadres  of  VtX.ers 
in  discussing  Die  instructions  for  work  among  the  unemployed 
youth.  We  .should  sec  that  in  every  Y.CX,  committee,  in  every 
cell  and  group,  special  comrades  arc  appointed  to  take  political 
responsibility  for  the  work  among  the  unemployed.  Me  must 
strengthen  the  invincible  united  front  of  the  working  and  unem 
ployed  youth  against  their  common  class  enemy.  At  the  sanu 
time  we  must  turn  our  faces  towards  tho  peasant  youth,  t e 
young  farm  laborers,  and  especially  the  national!?  uppnsse 
youth*  This  applies  to  all  Leagues  without  exception,  mcludu*; 
the  Polish,  and  especially  the  Y.CX.  ot  such  imperialist  ceuu 
tiles  as  L\  S.  A,,  France  and  Groat  Britain, 
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While  actively  coming  forward  us  the  organizer  of  the  youth 
in  their  struggle  for  economic  anil  political  donnuulH,  wo  must 
work  in  t%  Ihdstu'vik  maimer  to  form  the  united  front  of  the 
youth  from  below  in  the  struggle  against  fnscim  and  war. 

The  Struggle  for  the  Uniting  of  the  Youth  to 

Defeat  Social  Fascism 

The  Communist  International  is  fighting  steadily  in  a Lenin- 
ist mnmuf  for  t ho  formation  of  thr  united  front  of  the  work- 
ing class. 

In  ji  ply  to  the  nttm*k  of  fascism,  the  Comintern  appealed 
to  all  soeial -democratic  organisations  to  unite  for  a joint  at  nig- 
gle against  fascism.  The  Second  International  rejected  the  pro- 
posal of  the  Coin  intern,  just  as  the  German  sucial-demtHTats 
repeatedly  rejected  the  proposal  of  the  Communst  Party  for  the 
formation  of  the  united  front.  The  social- fascists  did  not  sup- 
port the  Communists  in  their  struggle  for  unity  because  they  are 
the  chief  social  bulwark  of  the  bourgeoisie,  because  they  have 
cleared  and  are  clearing  the  road  for  fascism,  because  the  united 
front  of  the  workers  is  dangerous  for  the  bourgeoisie. 

Knowing  this*  and  knowing  that  the  Y,SX  directly  brings 
social-fascist  influence  to  bear  among  the  youth,  the  E.C.YXJ.L 
followed  the  Comintern  and  appealed  to  the  Socialist  youth 
organizations  to  form  a united  front  for  the  struggle  against 
fascism.  The  chief  sections  of  the  Y.CX  also  made  a similar 
appeal  to  the  young  Socialist  organizations.  In  those  appeals  we 
did  not  put  forward  unacceptable  conditions  for  the  Socialist 
youth.  We  said  ‘let  us  struggle  together  against  fascism,  not  in 
words  but  in  deeds”  In  other  words,  we  called  on  them  to 
expose  fascism  in  each  country  in  t lie  form  in  which  it  appeared, 
called  on  them  to  struggle  against  the  reduction  of  wages  for 
the  youth,  for  unemployment  relief*  for  the  protection  of  work* 
ers'  houses  and  organizations.  To  this  we  added  that  during 
the  joint  struggle  we  would  stop  polemics  with  them.  Did  we 
:ut  rightly ? Yes,  without  a question.  And  events  proved  it 
What  happened  hi  practice?  fn  practice*  when  things  got  as  far 
as  the  formation  of  a real  united  front,  the  leaders  of  the  Y.SX 
and  it'  sections  were  compelled  to  show  their  real  faces.  The 
leaders  of  the  Y.SX  did  not  reply  to  the  appeal  of  the  RC.Y.CX 
on  the  united  front.  The  leaders  of  the  section*  of  the  Y.sX 
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acted  with  greater  determination.  1„  Gennanv  r .

In  many  Socialist  organiza- 
tions individual  active  members  were  later  expelled  for  this. 

What  is  the  significance  of  this?  What  conclusion.  can  we 
draw  cm  the  basis  of  the  concrete  facts!  The  first  conclusion 
Jh  that  the  Y.S.I.  leaders  are  carrying  on  the  social-fascist 
policy  of  the  Second  International.  Like  the  leaders  of  the 
Second  Tutt-rnatirmnl,  they  use  their  influence  among  some  sec- 
tions of  the  youth  to  split  the  youth.  They  not  only  cabotage 
hut  openly  fight  against  any  attempt  at  the  unity  of  the  youth, 

because  they  are  openly  in  the  reactionary  united  front  with  the 
bourgeoisie. 

The  second  conclusion  is  that  they  expel  from  their  ranks 
those  vvliii  begin  to  struggle  in  practice  against  fascism  and  war, 
for  tlmir  vital  economic  interests. 

The  third  conclusion  is  that  we  cannot  take  the  same  atti- 
tude to  the  sandal-fascist  leaders  of  the  Y.SX,  and  to  its  mem* 
her-.  Thr  members  of  the  Young  Socialist  organizations  and 
*4  the  n i or  mist  trad-*  unions  are  becoming  ever  more  radical* 
ami  are  beginning  to  understand  that  it  is  impossible  to 
struggle  against  the  bourgeoisie  by  declarations,  resolutions  and 

speeches,  mnvrvcr  revolutionary  their  content.  This  is  not

struggl.  tint  trickery.  For  this  very  reason*  they  arc  more  and 
nmiv  beginning  to  come  away  from  the  influence  of  the  social - 
fascist  loaders  and  to  join  the  Y.C.L, 

The  conclusion  is  that  we  cannot  think  that  by  negoti- 
from  above,  be  hi  ml  the  backs  of  the  masses,  we  can 
arliievo  unity  with  the  sarin  I- fascists  and  form  the  united  front. 
Th*  UniUNi  front  is  onlv  formed  and  forged  in  tbc  struggle.  In 
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offices  it  is  difficult  to  organize  and  carry  out  a strike  and 
demonstrations  But  in  taking  account  of  tins,  and  of  the  nec- 
essity of  increasing  the  struggle  for  forming  the  united  front 
from  below,  it  would  be  incorrect  if  wo  limited  ourselves  only 
to  those  conclusions  when  settling  our  tasks.  Wo  should  take 
account  of  the  general  ami  new  conditions  of  the  class  struggle, 
the  processes  which  are  taking  place  in  the  ranks  of  the  Y.SX 
and  the  reformist  youth,  and  also  the  mistakes  which  were 
made  by  some  YX.L.  organizations  in  the  struggle  for  the 
united  front* 

The  extremely  intense  class  struggle,  the  growth  of  the 
internal  contradictions  of  capitalism,  and  especially  the  growth 
of  Communist  influence  among  the  masses,  are  accelerating  the 
process  of  disintegration  of  the  Second  International  and  the 
Y.SX  The  new  feature  in  the  consciousness  of  the  young  Social- 
ists, the  thing  which  they  can  now  plainly  see,  is  that  the  policy 
of  their  leaders  is  a policy  of  betrayal  and  they  will  become 
still  more  convinced  of  this.  Today  we  have  all  the  conditions 
not  only  for  raising  the  question  of  unity  before  the  members 
of  the  Y.S.L  during  strikes  or  demonstrations,  not  only  for  the 
support  of  their  oppositional  feelings,  but  there  arc  all  the  con- 
ditions for  speaking  of  their  coming  over  from  the  camp  of 
the  enemies  of  the  proletariat  into  our  ranks,  into  the  YA'.JL. 

Our  task  is  to  explain  to  the  broad  masses  of  the  youth  who 
arc  under  social- fas  cist  influence,  especially  those  in  the  reform- 
ist trade  unions  and  sport  organizations,  that  their  way  docs  not 
lie  along  the  path  of  their  leaders*  We  must  show  eoiirrrt*-ly 
that  the  path  of  the  leaders  i*  the  path  of  treachery,  the  path 
of  supporting  t lie  exploiters*  We  can  achieve  tins  if  the  Y.C.L. 
carries  on  extensive  ideological  work  among  the  masses  of  the 
youth,  if  it  fights  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  the  youth  against 
exploitation,  reaction  and  terror.  The  struggle  against  social- 
fascist  influence  on  the  youth  is  not  limited  only  to  the  recruit- 
ing of  young  Socialists  into  the  Y.C.L*  and  exposing  the 
maneuvers  of  the  Y.SX  The  Y*S.I-  itself  and  also  its  section-  i* 
not  a large  body.  Being  petty-bourgeois  in  Us  essence  ami  in 
the  principles  of  its  organizational  structure,  most  of  its  mem- 
bers are  only  on  paper  and  are  incapable  of  struggling  under 
conditions  of  open  fascist  dictatorship*  If  our  tactic*  arc  correct, 
it  will  not  be  difficult  to  win  over  tbe  most  revolutionary  and 
honest  members  to  the  side  of  the  WCX.  But  a very  difficult 
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and  n very  important  political  task  is  to

Precisely  for  this  reason,  w0  must  ineroalT01^  ^ 
of  Li-ninist  teachings  among  the  masses  of  VauM  ''  Ppa;?£ind* 
logical  struggle  against  the  social -fascist  -'T  ’• ’’T  '”'r  i<k()' 
logist*.

Particularly  clear  and  gross  political  mistakes  were  made 

during  the  present  period  in  Czechoslovakia,  German  v.  France 
and  sumo  ot  her  countries. 


In  Czecho  slovakia  the  Y.C.L.  and  especially  the  Central 
Commit  tee  obscured  their  political  face  in  the  struggle  for  the 
united  front.  They  were  caught  by  the  bait  of  the  V.S.I.  leaders, 
who  were  maneuvering  by  not  replying  for  a long  time  to  thJ 
Y.C.L.  appeal  for  a united  front.  The  Y.C.L.  did  not  expose 
this  maneuver  in  time,  and  even  Stopped  carrying  on  the  ideolog- 
ical work  of  explaining  to  the  youth  the  essence  of  social-fascist 
policy.  As  a result  it  found  itself  at  the  tail  of  the  revolutionary 
Sovbi I ust  youth  who,  without  waiting  lor  negotiations  from  above, 
began  to  unite  for  the  struggle  with  the  Y.CXers  from  below. 

In  i h rmuny  many  Y.CX.ers,  including  various  comrades  from 
the  C.<\,  did  not  understand  that  under  the  conditions  of  open 
fascist  dictatorship,  under  conditions  of  the  disintegration  and 
bankruptcy  of  the  Y.SX,  the  question  of  winning  over  the 
members  of  the  Y.SX  to  the  side  of  the  Y.C.L.  comes  forward 
in  a different  manner. 

N‘thr  young  Socialists  wore  prepared  to  begin  to  carry  on  a 
revolutionary  struggle  against  fascism,  in  spite  of  the  disbanding 
and  collapse  of  their  organizations.  Hut  they  had  no  experience, 
"o  organization.  Instead  of  getting  them  into  the  ranks  of  the 
V,t  X.,  some  Y.C.L.  organizations  began  to  form  and  strengthen 
thr  Soria  list  organizations  with  their  own  hands.  And  not  onlj 
Jus,  but  they  be^aii  to  instruct  them  in  special  letters  to  carrv 

on  ^dependent  actions  "in  their  own  name." 

Ihen,  some  of  these  organizations  having  become  stronger  ear- 
md  on  agitation  blaming  the  "old"  social-democracy,  the  Communist 
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Party.  i Mil  i lie  Y.CX.  together  with  it,  lor  the  coming  it*  power 
of  the  I'HM’ist*,  ami  began  to  agitate  among  the  youth  f*»r  Ilio 
formation  of  tv  new  centrist  party,  “for  ft  Leninist  Struggle  for 


the  Dictatorship  of  the  Proletariat/’  Th©  C.C»  of  the  ^ *CX. 


of  1m  imnnv  did  not  promptly  understand  ami  expose  this  This 


was  a gross  political  mistake* 


In  France  there  were  also  mi  stakes*  Various  opportunists 
:nin<ng  the  leaders,  who  were  later  exposed,  attempted,  not 
without  the  knowledge  of  the  Parly  lenders,  to  form  a united 
front  behind  the  hacks  of  the  masses  by  negotiations  from  above. 


I could  give  many  other  examples  from  Great  Britain  and 
Austria  showing  how  not  to  fight  for  the  united  front  and  how 
tu  dUiurt  the  line  of  the  Comintern.. 


The  line  of  the  Comintern  is  clear.  We  must  learn,  and  it 
is  time  to  leant,  not  only  to  vote  for  its  correctness  but  to 
carry  it  out  correctly  In  practice,  in  the  struggle. 


Develop  Political  and  Organizational  Work  in  the  Mass 
Bourgeois  and  Reformist  Youth  Organizations 


At  the  December  Plenum  of  the  E.C.Y.GX,  the  quest  ton  of 
work  in  every'  last  bourgeois  reformist  and  fascist  organisation 
id  tht  youth  w:m  raised  in  a very  serious  and  detailed  manner. 

According  to  the  line  *et  out  by  the  Plenum,  a number  of 
Leagues  obtained  some  sun -esses  in  this  matter*  However*  we 
cannot  any  that  these  successes  are  the  real  beginning  of  the 
reorganization  of  all  Die  sections  of  the  Y.CJ,  in  their  mass 
work,  We  cannot  say  that  deep  explanations  have  been  given 
to  the  members  of  the  Leagues  that*  unless  work  is  carried  on 
inside  the  mass  bourgeois  fascist  and  reformist  organizations, 
they  cannot  eliminate  the  isolation  of  their  organizations,  ant l 
provide  for  the  struggle  for  the  masses  of  the  youth.  The  hour- 
geoLu  are  reorganizing  their  forces  in  the  struggle  for  the 
youth.  They  arc  able  to  keep  the  youth  under  their  inflm-nce 
by  the  old  bourgeois  methods  and  forms.  They'  fire  establishing 
a i-umpiil^ory  government  system  of  the  fascination  and  milita- 
rization of  the  youth.  We  must  all  the  more  utilize  the  growth 
of  the  political  activity  of  the  youth,  and  reorganize  ourselves 
in  the  shortest  possible  time  for  the  struggle  against  the  com- 
pulsory ijscizution  and  militarization  of  the  youth. 

Have  the  bourgeoisie  yet  got  the  basic  strata  of  the  youth 
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in  their  ordinations?  Ye*.  The  bourgeois  art.  ,lriv*  . 

drc'l*  of  thousands  of  the  youth  directly  fin<j  Jadiwlv  ifft 
forced  labor  camps.  And  why  are  we  not  working  ima"'  ,,

arc  to  be  found.  J his  is  the  question  which  every  y f i, 
leader  should  ask  himself!  ft  is  particularly  on  this  que*tion 
on  mass  work*  that  every  YC.L.er  should  and  must  check  J 
on  the  ability  of  Ills  leaders  to  struggle  for  the  line  of  the 
Comintern.  Wo  may  raise  the  question  in  a different  way.  Is 
the  British  Y.G.L.  a sectarian  organization,  split  oway  from  the 
masses!  Yes.  Arc  tiie  Leagues  in  the  U.  S.  A.,  France,  and 
Sweden  isolated  in  their  own  shells!  Yes.  Do  the  Y.C.L.ers  of 
these  countries  work  among  the  masses,  j,  <•.,  in  the  mass  bour- 
geois oignnizjt lions,  where  the  youth  are  to  t>c  found  and  where 
they  are  being  driven  more  and  more  by  compulsion! 


Wc  iiiu-t  raise  the  question  dearly  and  distinctly  before  every 
Y.C.L.er.  We  must  cease  to  look  upon  the  mass  of  youth  in  the 
bourgeois  ot  itu motions  as  ’‘opponents.”  Wc  must  go  among  them 
and  work.  And  anyone  who  docs  not  understand  this,  is  an 
opponent  of  muss  work  and  sabotages  the  line  of  the  Comintern. 
It  is  time  to  put  an  end  to  the  fear  of  the  masses,  and  not  to 
justify  r,n  opportunist  line  by  saying  that  if  the  Y.C,L.ers  go 
ti>  work  in  the  mass  organizations  there  is  a danger  that  they 
will  he  ’’dissolved’'  in  them.  Anyone  who  argues  in  such  a way 
is  split  away  from  facts  and  does  not  see  that  the  bourgeoisie 
arc  driving  Y.CX.ers  and  non -Y.C.L. era  compulsorily  into  their 
mass  orgiminztioas. 

'Ye  are  not  talking  about  If  the  l\CYL.era  go  into  these 
orgaitint ion but  that  they  must  go  and  carry  an  mass  political 
Wrirk  in  them.  The  December  Plenum  of  the  Y.CX  gave  a def* 
iuite  orient  a tioft  in  tbi*  direction.  We  are  holding  this  Plenum 
exactly  :i  year  later*  Our  ta^k  is  to  check  up  on  the  fulfilment 
f,T  Du  divisions  for  which  many  of  the  comrades  present  at  this 

l lemira  voted  at  that  time. 


On  the  basis  of  the  information  which  we  possess,  we  can 
that  the  struggle  was  carried  on  badly  for  the  decisions  of 
^l0  Bewinlu-r  Homim  of  the  Y.C.L  on  mass  work,  and  that  they 


-c  nut  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  alt  Y.CX.ers.  In  a few  places 
y were  brought  lo  tie  m in  such  a wav  that  they  were  difficult 
understand  not  otth  h\  the  Y.C.Ucrs,  but  probably  even  by 
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those  who  popularized  the  decisions  of  the  Plenum  oi  the  L.C.\X.I, 
on  mass  work.  I have  in  mind  Comrade  Msrewei.  Comrade  Mar* 
cueci,  together  with  the  I ’arty  leaders,  began  to  work  out  the  ques- 
tion of  work  in  the  fascist  youth  organization  Dopoluvoro.  This  is 
a mass  organization.  It  has  18,000  sections,  of  which  about  8,000  arc 
in  factories.  The  leadership  of  this  organization  is  of  course 
|tt  the  hands  of  the  fascists.  Among  its  members  there  is  a 
growth  of  dissatisfaction  with  the  fascist  policy  of  the  leaders. 
F0r  long  years  the  Italian  League,  as  a sectarian  organization, 
ignored  the  work  among  the  youth  in  Dopolavoro  and  other 
organizations,  W hat  was  their  task?  Their  (ask  was  to  go,  or 
rather  to  begin,  to  work  among  these  youth  according  to  the 
decisions  of  the  December  Plenum  of  the  Y.C.I. 

Comrade  Marcucci,  and  the  C.C.  together  with  him,  understood 
this  correctly,  but  they  raised  tho  question  and  orientated  the 
Lengue  incorrectly.  They  supplemented  the  derisions  of  the 
Plenum  of  the  Y.C.I.  and  launched  the  slogan  “Dopolavoro  into 
the  Hands  of  the  Toilers."  What  does  this  mean?  When  Com- 
rade Marcucci  explains,  it  seems  all  right,  Hut  then,  slogans 
should  be  launched  not  so  that  wo  can  write  special  letters 
afterwards  and  whole  volumes  of  comments  to  give  explanation*. 
Does  this  slogan.  “Dopolavoro  into  tho  Hands  of  the  1 oilers, 
express  class  content,  and  does  it  show  what  we  want : Does  n>*t 
this  slogan  confuse  the  youth  when  they  sec  that  it  is  led  by 
toilers  even  though  they  arc  fascists? 

But  the  essence  of  the  matter  is  not  in  this,  but  in  whether 
the  question  can  be  raised  thus  in  principle.  In  the  conditions 
of  the  fascist  dictatorship,  can  wc  put  forward  the  slogan  ot 
winning  the  fascist  mass  youth  organizations  into  the  hands  of 
the  toilers?  This  is  a question  of  principle.  On  its  resolution 
depend  out  tactics  in  the  struggle  for  tlio  masses  of  the  youth. 
I think  that  such  a slogan  is  wrong  in  principle.  Why*  Because 
it.  forms  the  illusion  among  the  masses  of  the  youth  that  with 
out  dtstroving  the  bourgeois  fascist  system  in  a revolutionary 
way.  we  may  secure  and  educate  the  youth  organizationally  and 
ideologically,*  gradually  changing  them  and  making  them  Com- 

munfcts.

The  masses  of  the  toiling  youth  can  and  must  1*  won  to  the 
side  of  Communism,  through  developing  the  propaganda  of  I enir 
ist  teachings  among  them,  through  mobilizing  them  for  oconomk 
and  political  fights,  through  leading  them  t0  the  barricade* 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Communist  Party.  W*  «an  in  nilm. 
hors  bring  them  under  our  ideological  and  organizational  influence 
creating  organizations  in  various  forms,  as  the  Y.C.L,  etc.  Under  the 
condition*  of  capithrism  we  can  work  correctly  among  the  masses  of 
the  youth-  get  into  our  hands  the  leadership  of  various  local 
bourgeois  fascist  youth  mass  organizations.  And  we  set  ourselves 
this  tu>k.  But  under  conditions  of  capitalism,  without  breaking 
t hr  fit,  we  cannot  get  into  our  bands  the  bourgeois  youth  mass 
organizations  as  organizations.  We  do  not  set  ourselves  such 


a task.  We  set  ourselves  the  task  of  muting  the  masses  of  the 


youth  n round  the  Communist  Baity  in  the  struggle  for  Soviet 
power.  Wc  set  ourselves  the  task  of  overthrowing  the  rule  of 
the  bourgeoisie  in  a revolutionary  manner t breaking  and  destroy- 


ing its  whole  apparatus,  its  whole  system,  including  the  mass 
bourgeois  youth  organizations,  so  as  to  form  our  own  proletarian 
organizations,  our  Soviet  system  and  apparatus. 


Comrade  Marcucci  and  the  C.C.  evidently  did  not  take  this 
into  account,  and  made  a mistake.  They  must  withdraw  this 
slogan  as  being  incorrect  in  principle.  They  should  withdraw  it 
all  tliifc  more  because  another  slogan  has  arisen  from  it— "Down 
with  |K»lit ir>.  In  Dopolavoro  there  is  dissatisfaction  with  the 
fascist  policy.  The  youth  who  arc  members  of  various  cultural 
in  id  '-durational  organizations  in  the  Dopolavoro  system  some- 
times oppose  the  fascist  policy,  do  not  wish  to  go  to  demonstra- 
lions,  meetings,  etc.  Some  of  our  would* be  politicians  have 
attempted  t«p  generalize  these  feelings  in  the  political  slogan, 
"Down  with  politics/1  This  slogan  was  criticized  at  one  time 
by  the  Italian  t\t\  as  undoubtedly  incorrect.  If  such  a slogan 
begins  to  be  cultivated  among  the  masses  of  the  youth  and  to 
make  way  among  them,  it  can  only  play  into  the  hands  of 
fascism  and  make  work  difficult  for  us  among  the  youth. 
^Vluit  do  you  think?  Will  not  the  fascists  support  this  slogan? 
they  will  support  it  and  direct  it  against  us,  who  are  bringing 
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in  Communist  politic.  Wo  must  not  only  take  back  this  slogan 
u*  0m1  which  orientates  the  youth  in  Italy  incorrectly,  but  we 
must  prevent  its  penetration  into  Germany  among  the  youth  in 
the  forced  labor  camps,  us  well  as  among  the  youth  in  other 
countries. 

In  practice  possibly  wo  should  not  shout  loudly,  “Down  with 
fascist  politic^ T'  But  we  should  always  explain  deeply  and  with 
political  dearness  the  nti-protatiimn  essence  of  t bis  politics, 
its  fascist  essence,  and  not  confuse  the  youth  by  slogans  which 
orient  ate  them  improperly. 

Our  line  is  clearly  set  out  in  the  decisions  of  the  XHI  Plenum 
of  the  K.C.C.I.  and  the  December  Plenum  of  the  E.C,  Y.C.L  W*- 
must  come  to  i lie  mass  youth  organizations.  Wo  must  develop 
mass  political  work  in  them.  In  them  we  must  form  organ-  of 
the  united  front,  hold  discussions,  meetings,  demonstrations. 
Vc  must  unite  the  youth  in  them  for  the  struggle  for  their  mono- 
mic  interests.  We  must  distribute  our  newspapers  and  leaflets  there. 
On  establishing  contacts  with  t lie  broad  musses  of  the  youth,  we 
must  recruit  them  into  the  Y.CX,  and  through  them  we  must  pene- 
trate into  the  factories. 

But  what  should  we  take  into  consideration  when  doing  h<»? 
The  question  of  leadership,  the  question  of  organization  pbiy- 
a decisive  role.  ‘These  organizations  are  led  by  experienced  and 
hard-boiled  bourgeois  politicians  and  organisers.  We  must  u**x 
tliink  that  without  the  help  and  leadership  of  the  Communist 
Party,  without  the  formation  of  special  cadres  of  activists  for 
work  in  tho  mass  organizations,  without  this  section  of  tin* 
work  being  one  of  the  most  important  in  the  Y.C.L,  committees, 
we  can  obtain  decisive  successes.  This  is  the  first  jtoint. 
And  the  second  is  that  inside  the  mass  organizations  we  nniM 
form  Y.CLL,  groups,  form  Y.CX,  fractions  and  Y.CX*  cells.  Wo 
must  ensure  the  everyday  personal  and  concrete  leadership  of 
the  YXX.ers  who  work  in  the  mass  bourgeois  youth  organiza- 
tions by  the  Party  and  Y.CX*  organisations. 

in  the  same  way  wo  raise  the  question  of  work  in  the  forced 
bit>or  cutups.  In  this  respect,  all  the  Leagues,  und  especially  the 
Y.CX,  oi  the  U.  S.  A.  and  Great  Britain,  must  make  the  maxi- 
mum um*  of  the  rich  experience  of  work  of  the  German  Y.C  L. 
The  Gorman  Y.CX.,  which  has  eliminated  the  undermost irnni i*>n 
<»f  work  among  th**  youth  in  the  forced  labor  camps,  according 
to  the  directives  of  t K*+  E.C.Y.CX,  has  succeeded  in  obtaining

this  doc*  not  menu  that  everything  Is  id«,l  in  tin  .-rman  Y ( 7 
No.  But  its  experience  both  favorable  and  unfavorable  muJt 
lie  cons  idem!  in  order  to  carry  on  tin-  struggle  in  the  shortest 
possible  time  n-ininst  the  slavish  compulsory  sy.tcm  of  exploit® 
lion  and  fuseijwtion  of  the  youth. 


We  must  reorganize  the  work  immediately  in  such  a wav 
as  io  penetrate  into  the  most  varied  strata  of  the  youth.  \\V 
cannot  work  only  among  the  youth  who  arc  near  to  the  Com- 
munist Party.  We  cannot  ignore  the  student  youth  in  our  ma,. 
work,  eumiilering  tlieir  radical  i/jit  ion  and  the  existence  of  enor- 
mous possibilities  for  work  among  them.  We  must  also  categor- 
ically demand  from  the  Y.C.L.  of  imperialist  countries  that 
they  give  real  help  to  all  organizations  which  are  working  in 
colonial  countries  under  extremely  difficult  condition'.  We  mu-i 
remember  that  at  the  present  time,  when  the  bourgeoisie  is 
mobilizing  all  menus  of  destroying  the  Y.C.L.  and  driving  it

At  t Ik-  December  Plenum  of  the  Y.C.L,  » great  deal  of  atten- 
tion wn-  paid  to  the  reconstruction  of  the  content,  forms  and 
•“'thrill*  (,i  Hie  work  uf  the  Y.C.L.  It  was  pointed  out  that 

this  reconstruction  must  be  tarried  out  on  tho  basis  of  the 
■' ' cloj'inciit  of  self-criticism  and  inner  League  democracy.  Have 
gained  very  much  in  this  respect  during  this  \ear.  No, 
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very,  very  lit  tie.  An  exemption  is  the  German  ^ *C\  L*  which  was 
forced  to  go  underground,  and  on  the  whole  reorganized  itself 
capably,  putting  iU  stake  on  tin*  development  of  the  Initiative  of 
the  members  But  if  we  look  at  the  Leagues  which  are  still 
developing  illegally,  we  must  Kiy  directly  that  for  some  of  them 
the  Plenum  of  the  Y.CX  seems  not  to  have  taken  place,  although 
their  secretaries  were  at  the  Plenum, 

Today  wo  have  again  to  mine  the  same  quest ions,  possibly 
in  a sharper  form  than  before.  We  must  raise  these  questions 
still  more  sharply , the  question  of  the  reorganization  of  mir 
League*  and  contacts  with  the  masses,  because  there  exist  sen- 
timents in  favor  of  replacing  these  questions  and  the  examine 
lion  of  the  decisions  of  the  December  Plenum  of  the  K.C,Y.l\L 
by  something  new  which  we  do  not  know*  In  many  Leagues 
there  are  still  big  fluctuations,  local  groups  and  factory  Y.t'.L. 
cells  are  still  formed,  but  the  number  of  them  is  not  only  failing 
to  increase,  but  is  reducing.  How  can  this  be  explained?  Is  it 
because  the  youth  are  afraid  of  persecution?  If  we  are  speaking 
of  France  an*l  other  countries  where  the  Y.CX,  works  legally, 
this  question  loses  its  significance.  And  it  is  in  these  very 
countries  that  we  find  the  greatest  isolation  and  tin*  great *^1 
fluctuations.  Evidently,  t lie  reasons  must  be  sought  above  all 
in  the  content  of  the  work  of  the  Y.CX.  organizations. 

Wiistt  is  characteristic  of  their  work?  I would  say  "iiuom- 
ployinent/'  In  other  words,  a characteristic  feature  is  that  a

jj  u 'i’^tive  country  or  place.  In  the  committee*  and  cells 

attention  must  bo  paid  to  concrete  inner- League  questions, 
as  for  evu tup]*,  the  question  of  growth*  The  question  of  growth 
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is  not  in  the  center  of  our  attention,  and  nome  comrades  nro  now 
trying  to  change  the  slogan  that  the  Y*C.L.  mu>t  be  broader  than 
the  Party,  giving  as  the  reason  that  terror  is  being  strengthened* 

Some  comrades  do  not  wish  to  sue  the  achlovenieut*  of  the 
\ .CM*.  of  Poland  in  heroically  fighting  for  the  cause  of  the 
Party  and  rallying  the  working  youth  around  itself.  The  emu- 
milters  anil  cells  must  pay  greater  attention  to  the  concrete 
questions  of  examining  the  work  of  the  cell  itself,  the  question 
of  discipline,  tho  struggle  against  provocation,  etc*  Tide  requires 
:t  change  in  the  work  of  the  leading  committees  themselves. 

Paper  leadership  and  the  isolation  of  the  committee*  from  the 
lowei  saturations  still  flourishes*  We  must  break  this  bureau- 
cracy, We  must  make  it  a compulsory  condition  for  every  worker 
on  u committee  that  he  should  devote  the  maximum  of  1m  time 
to  work  directly  in  the  lower  organizations.  The  greatest  work 
among  the  masses  is  now  demanded  from  every  Y.CJ.er,  and 
less  of  all  kinds  of  unnecessary  “internal"  meetings  with  the 
discussion  of  “world  problems.” 

Of  course,  a great  deal  more  could  be  said  on  in  tier -League 
question*,  but  this  would  mean  to  repeat  from  first  to  last  all 
that  was  said  a year  ago  at  the  December  Plenum  of  the  Y.CX  j 

Put,  without  repeating  this,  it  should  he  emphasized  that  sHf- 
criticism  is  badly  developed  among  us,  that  Party  control  and 
Party  leadership  are  insufficient,  and  for  thi^  precise  reason 
many  comrades  talk  a lot  about  work  bat  do  not  work,  and  get 
away  with  it.  The  YX'X.era  must  take  the  work  of  their  lend- 
ing organs  under  strict  Bolshevik  control.  The  task  of  tin* 
leading  organs  is  not  to  fear  self  criticism,  but  to  develop  it, 
because  it  discloses  our  shortcomings,  helps  to  eliminate  them, 
strengthens  the  organisation,  and  cements  our  ranks* 

The  tusk  Is  ours  to  take  the  initiative  in  putting  before 
every  Party  organization  not  only  general  and  persona),  but 
chiefly,  concrete  questions  of  League  work.  Only  in  this  way 
can  we  bring  about  an  improvement  of  Party  leadership  and 
help.
